FROM ENGLAND. 
Freren Enthusiasm. 

Loxpox, Aug. 4.—A Paris correspondent of 
the daly News writes on Tuesday that the 
enthusiasm for the war has entirely disap- 
peared ip Paris, It is now evident that war 
with Germany means a prolonged struggle 
against one million armed combatants, de- 
termined to defend their own country, and, 
if possible, to give the French such a lesson 
that hereafter the Emperor's peculiar mode of 
making his reign an era of peace by attacking 
his neighbors, will be rendered impossible. 

The announcement that the fortifications of 
Paris are to be placed ina condition of de- 
fence, and the Emperor’s admission that the 
war will be long, have sinyularly dampened 
the ardor of those who imagined that within 
a fortnight a glorious peace which would re- 
eetablish the supremacy of French arms 
woald be signed in Berlin. They are still 
told that the Germans are trembling at the 
idea of evcountering Mitrailieures and Tur- 
cos, but the legend bas lost its effect. 

The Secret Treaty. 

The Daily News gives an important con- 
tradiction to the statement of the Faris De- 
bats respecting the secret treaty. The Debate 
says the treaty was not secret, but as a 
project was reduced to writing, and vuigariy 
formulated. It was within the cognizance, 
not oply of the Government of France aut 
Prassia, but of the English and Belgian Gov- 
errments. Next, the knowledge of the 
project itself, it says, was in the hands of the 
English 9 from the very beginning 
to this. 

The Daily 3 responds: Without any 
fears of well-founded contradiction, we take 
upon ourselves to assert that our Parisian 
contemporary is misinformed.

Wasuinetom, D. C., Aug. 4.—A leading 
representative of the New York steamship 
service had an interview to-day with the P. M.

NEUTRALITY OF S WIT Zenta. 

The Consul Generai oi Switzerland here 
has received advices of the passage by the 
Confederation Congress of resolutions on the 
European war, declaring that the Swiss Con- 
federation will assert, to the full extent of its 
ability, the neutrality thereof; that the Fede- 
ral Council is instructed to so inform all 
powers who figure as guarantees upon the 
treaty of 1815: and tifat the Federal Council 
is empowered to collect and make all requi- 
site disposition of troops, and to adopt such 
oth er measures as may be deemed necessary.

Gf this only the expenses of the State 
government, the salaries, fees and perqui- 
sites of the officials have been paid, leay- 
ing not a cent to meet the interest on the 
State debt! With this showing it is easy 
to see that the reconstructed State govern- 
ment of North Carolina has been an 
organized piracy from the beginning. 
The people bave been taxed to the verge 
of desperation, loaded down with a 
debt of twenty-odd millions in about as 
many months and then held out as 
bankrupt in credit by reason 01 
their oppressors converting to their 
own. uses the money that should 
have gone to the payment of the interest on 
the State debt.
